General Butler's Fourtli of July 


Oration at Woodstock. Ct. 


The following is General B. F. Butler's 


ipeecli made on the Fourth of July at 
Woodstock, Ct. It is a carefully prepared 
and significant speech. It evinces great 
>rcadtli of vision, and that strong grasp 
of his subject which mar£ Gen. Butler as 


B of the leading minds, and perhaps the 


widest and most astute statesmen of the 
joiratry. It is a speech "which will attract 
new atUntiou to the Chinese problem, and 
jive a turn to the public judgment on that 
mporttmt economic question: 


Met hero to commemorate the birthday 


i the nation, it is fit to inquire how far 
he promise ot its nativity, made in the 
Leclaration of human rights, this day read 
and renewed to so many millions of free- 
men, has been fulfilled iu what is even 
now, 
we trust, but the yery youth of its 


nanhood. Our Government, born in revo- 
ution against a parent State and kingly 
wwer, founded by men who, in their own 
wrson or immediate ancestry, had fled 
rom the «ppressions and religious thrall- 
dom of other lands, to establish for them- 
selves freedom and equality of right in the 
a\ago wilds of a new world, required the 
aw of its existence to welcome as to an 
asylum, whoever, fleeing from tyranny and 
he exactions of arbitrary power, should 
>refer liberty in exile to restraints at 
lome ; and, therefore, it became its very 
aardiiia.1 principle that whoever camo to us 
as our fathers came here should become a 
wirt of uj, to share with us not only the 
>encfiU o£ oui laws, bub the power which 
enacts, them 
Tims an experiment in gov- 


ernment was begun, hitherto untried m 
he history of the world, and has been car- 
icd ca with unparalleled success, until 
we h'»ve peopled and brought under our 
;onlioL du urcj of tho globe greater than 
sver occupied by any one Government 
vhere all its subjects are amenable to the 
aws enacted by j central power wherein 
all have a voice. 


The peculiar individuality of our sys- 


tem, anJ which cannot be too carefully 
examined, is that with the extension of 
lur powers and our civilization over thi- 
erritory we have also given to every man, 
rom what land soever ho comes, and un- 
der -whatsoever institutions he may have 
jeen relied, an equal part of the power 
that we possess ot governing ourselves, 
rtorae, from a peninsular city, in ancient 
.imc;", by her arms, her laws, her institu- 
tions and her civilization, covered every 
iart ot the tlion known world. As all 
nagnitudes aro to be judged of by com- 
parison only, we may pause hero to con- 
tiler that were all the countries conquered 
ly Homnu irmj, or reduced to subjection 
jy Roman power, arranged contiguously 
.a Lumpu t littiti and pLiced iu the center 
ji our lerntory, one ut our swilt railroad 
;iaiiia with its palace cars, containing1 
more of elegance and luxury of travel 
than tho most sybanbie o( theKoman em- 
perors ever dreamed of, must run at the 
•ate of 25 miles the hour continuously for 
more than two days from either exterior 
joundary of our jurisdiction to reach the 
outward limits of the Eoman empire when 
,hus placed, or even when she claimed to 
ie mistress of the world. The distinctive 
difference m tho extension of Boman 
wwer and ours is this: While she tmb- 
ccted so many countries to her laws she 
•estucted right of citi/enship or share in 
,ho governing power to the people of 
Homo and Latium, or only parted with 
;hat franchise of rit'zcnsaip as an almost 
>nceless boon, or later by sale on the mobt 
oxhorbitant terms of purchase, so that her 
chief captain said unto Paul, ""With a 
freat price obtained I this freedom ;** to 
viiich the Apostle could proudly reply, 
(B«jfc I was tree born."

cauBo no greater,"progress in political 
Bcience to insure freedom and protection 
to all men can be made if we but execute 
tho laws that -we hare enacted ? la it not 
as certain as any future event in the dis- 
position of Froridcnce can bo that before 
the end of the present century, from the 
necessity of our-expansion, we shall ab- 
eorb all lands on this continent to the 
north of us so far that on our confines the 
magnetic needle shall no longer point 
northward, but downward, to the centre 
of attraction, and so far south that a shin 
canal crossing the lethmni «f Darien, 
making the Continent of South America 
an island, whall be our southern boundary 
while the Rreen ialands of the

)ower in tho government oa whoever 
:omes, unijl tho principal commercial city 
of this country has become the third larg- 
;st German city in jthe world, the largest 
[riah city in the world.., the largest African 
Ethiopian city in the world, and the 
.argest American city in the world, all 
combined in one; each nationality clothed 
with full power of self-government never 
aefore enjoyed by either save in this ag- 
gregation and an integral and almost con- 
trolling element in the government of the 
most eitpnnve empire on which the sun 
shines. How far such a city, containing 
«i many, so various, and so different pop- 
ulations, civilization, prejudices, intciests, 
and religion, can, of their own volition, 
a=sinc*ate together and govern themselves 
and a«wt to govern others under a repub- 
lican form of government, is the untried 
question of the future of this country, 
undeveloped by any theory of statesman- 
ship, unascertained by analogy, undefined 
by precedent, and untaught by history. 
To tbo success of thia grand endeavor to 
invest with equality of right and equality 
of power nil men precisely as they come 
equal into the world there waa but one 
unjagonism. Because of the cupidity of 
the nrerchjnto of the mother country and 
the avarice of the land-owners, the then 
capitalists of our own, a system of eervile 
labor was introduced, which the ftamers 
of the Declaration of Independence saw 
was n. blot from the first and the unsound 
spot in their organi/ation of government, 
"'it was & grievous fault, and grievously 
1 iave we answered it." Scarcely two genera- 
tions had passed away—but an hour in 
£he life of a nation—before it -was ascer- 
tained that a controlled and unpaid labor- 


class was an element utterly mcompiti- 


ntative 
ble with th" theory of free rep

Even now tho action of 
our Executive h?s placed at OUT disposal 
the first land, the goodliest of themall 
that greeted the longing Bight of the *rreat 
discoverer, aa he Billed on his weary voy- 
age westward, over trackless sea*, like a 
vision from Heaven—San Domingo, an 
our own, if we bad but tha wisdom to 
take it. 


This thought suggests to us another 


difference in principle in the method of 
acquisition oE territory by our Govern- 
ment and that of the ancient Republic of 
Home, All her possessions were con- 
quered by arme, were.the price of blood, 
and-were unwilling dependencies beldbv 
the military power as conquered subjects. 
On the other hand, wo hold no rood of 
land not ours by inheritance which has 
beea bought and paid for at the price 
asked by its owners, and we have no man 
upon our soil not a willing subject; nay, 
who has not in himself striven, to become 
one of us. The only foreign war we have 
ever waged waa not for conquest; because, 
when all Mexico lay prostrate at the feet 
of our victorious armies, we restored her 
to herself and paid in com for so much 
territory as was necessary to our then de- 
velopment in that direction. But iu cast- 
ing the horoscope of the future of our be- 
loved land, may it not be well to observe 
whether we indeed are going forward in 
just accord with that glorious declaration 
of rights proclaimed 94 years ago. which 
has become the living charter of liberty to 
all nations of the earth ? la it not the 
theory of our Government that we shall 
receive all who come to ui animated by 
the lore of liberty, and desire to enjoy its 
sweets r 
1 That this country is the homo of 


all who, of their own volition, will leave 
homeandalt&rsof thefathsrland to take part 
and lot with us on this continent ? Bid 
not our fathers assume, in framing their 
constitution of government making this 
country-an asylum for the oppressed of 
all nations, that it would be peopled only 
by those whose energy and enterprise in 
coming here were of themselves guaran- 
tees that those coming would make good 
citizens, fit to be entrusted with equal 
power with ourselves ? May we not well 
inquire whether it is not a departure from 
that theory or population ami absorption, 
in our goveraniLiifi with equality of right 
and equality of power, not in consonance 
with the true development of our princi- 
ples of government that, men unfitted by 
race, by nature, or political, social and in- 
dustrial culture to become a part in OUR 
government; strangers to oar civilization 
and subjects of another heretofore dcetned 
semi-barbarous, without knowledge or 
enterprise or enough of coptrol ot their 
own volition even to bring tnemselvea 
here; unknowing our language or any 
language coming from the samo roof; 
without knowledge of our institutions or 
any institutions which have any analogr 
thereto; without our religion or any re- 
ligion even looks to a common Father, 
•liould, to satisfy the avarice of men, by 
.contract or by force, aa serfs be carried 
*!ttere in countless thousands to antagonize 
aud-deprectate tho labor and industries of 
our sons and eitbcr to take part in our 
Government, or, like slaves, remain in 
serfdom forever ? 


History ever repeats herself. The Eng- 


lish ship that brought over a few Ameri- 
can slaves because oE the scarcity of labor 
for raising tobacco on the Virginia planta- 
tions, and because white labor demanded 
too high a price, seemed to the men of that 
day to freight a boon and a blessing. They 
saw no sign, no cloud in the political hon- 
ron even to large as a man's hand. 
The 


profits for the venture seemed so large, 
the advantages to be ^derived from the 
great increase of wealth, from the increas- 
ed productions, gave argument quite un- 
answerable. 
Remember that an eminent 


divine introduced African slavery into 
the New "World as a matter of great hu- 
manity. The most far-reaching statesman- 
ship, tb.0 most profrrsAftiva theorwt of po- 
litical economy, saw in this undertaking 
no seed or source of danger to the common 
weal. 
But though, the Importation of

•ays he Tery much fears that these young 
men of Ytncton Sioux are simply making 
their reservation a haw of operations and 
supply as they get food to start on the war 
path, and if pursued, they take refuge on 
the nserration.

Indian bureau on Tuesday : 


HXADQtT-UiXERS, FORT BCFORD, D. T., 


Jane IS, 1STO. To Brevet Brigadier Cen- 
tral O. I). Greene, A. A. G.—General: I 
have the honor to report that a large 
party of Indians, supposed to be Unkpa- 
pas, attacked eight men belonging to the 
wood contractor's train, accompanied by 
eight Indian scouts, this .morning, and 
wounded four, one Tery severely. 
Five 


companies of the Seventh infantry, under 
Colonel Gilbert, arrived yesterday, and at 
the Vime of the attack was in the act of 
turnilie; over the command. I immediate- 
ly, after being informed of the attack, 
sent Lieutenant Townsend, with about 
thirty men, in pursuit. 
They overtook 


the Indians, and a severe fight ensued. 
Lieutenant Townseud killed one Indian, 
and feels very confluent that he inflicted. 
other losses on. the party. 
Some fears are 


euteruined for the safety of the wood- 
choppers, about eighteen miles above tho 
th. post, and Colonel Gilbert is about to 
send a detachment to ascertain what, if 
any, damage they sustained.

•bout four hundred strong, and camo in 
oa my trail. They first struck a wood 
party from the post, which had an escort 
of Sioux Indian scouts, who fled to the 
post, leaving the wood party to defend 
itself, which it did until the troops came 
to the rescue. Four wood choppers were 
wounded in tho fight. The Indians at- 
txiked the post, and a lively fight took 
place in front of tho garrison.

mtuch fear that the young men of the 
Tancton Sioux are simply making the 
reservation abase of operations and supply.

• Tm Funding bill as passed by the 
House, as a substitute for the Senate bill, 
provides for the issue of $1,000,000,000 
eoupoas or registered bouds, payable at 
the pleasure of the Government after 30 
yean, with semi-annual interest at 4 per 
cant, and exempt from all taxation. Tho 
bonds and interest are to be paid iu coin. 
The Secretary of tho Treasury is author- 
ised, to sell these bonds at par value for 
coin, and use the proceeds for tho redemp- 
tion of five-twenty bonds. Or he may ex- 
change the new bonds for tho five-twenty 
bonds. The bill prohibits any increase of 
th* bonded debt of tbo United States. The 
Secretary of the Treasury ol tho United 
States is also authorized to receive gold on 
deposit and issue three per cent, interest 
bearing oertiaeates therefor.
